Background information: 

On April 8 on the orders of Prime Minister Nouri-al-Maliki and at the behest of the Iranian regime, 
Iraqi forces massacred Ashraf residents, killing 35 residents, and wounding 350. The Iraqi military 
forces are still inside Ashraf. One-third of the camp is currently under Iraqi military occupation. 

The gathering on June 18, takes place eightyears after the raid on the headquarters of the National 
Council of Resistance of Iran on June 1 7, 2003. Recently, the French judges officially annulled terror 
charqes aqainst officials and members of the Iranian Resistance and recognized the legitimacy of 
resisting against ruling dictatorship in Iran. A majority of members of the French National Assembly 
recognize the National Council of Resistance of Iran. 
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
